Life in North Carolina. 


The following communication 
which will be concluded in te-meor- 
row’s issue, we clip from the London 
Daily News, and written by a lady 
who spent the two past years in the 
town of Asheville, After this article | 
is concluded, we will also copy the 
comments of the London News edi- 
tor thereon : 
To the Editor of the Dail; News— 
Sir: Some five orsix years ago you 
had along and interesting series of 
papers upon the great advantages of 
persons with moderate means emi- 
rating from England to Virginia or 
North Carolina. These writings ap- 
pealed to our imagination, and made 
us think we saould like to go and live 
in such a splendid climate and pos- 
sess our own thousand acres for our 
children’s inheritance to the latest 
time; but we were apparently im- 
movably fixed by an untransferable 
manufacturing business in North 
Staffordshire, and thought we should | 
live and die there. ‘This, however, 
was not to be; fora year or two later 
a sudden and protracted attack of 
congestion and abscess of the lungs, 
threatening consumption, seized my 
husband, and made it imperative that 
we should leave that 
and so, for a year or two, we tried al 
the warm southern places in Kng- 
land—all to no avail; then the phy- 
sician’s fiat went out, that we must 
leave England or die. We chose the 
former alternative, but as we had very 
many relatives in North America, 
and thought we could more advan- 
tageously settle our family on that 
continent than in Europe, we decided 
to goin the spring of 1872. ‘This 1s 
now rather more than two years ao, 
and as we went for health, | may now 
state that our invalid, that almost

sibility of reeovery, is now quite well. 
While making inquiries about where 
we should locate ourselves we read of 
an obseure distant town among the 
Blue Ridge Mountains of North Caro- 
lina, where consumptive pom went 
with marvellously good results. The 
elevation of the town is 2,000 feet 
above the ocean, and the atmosphere 
‘wonderfully bright and pure; we de- 
cided, therefore, to go, although the

‘The description of a voy- 
are to the New World is so well 
known that I will —_ it by, although 
every one who first crosses the At- 
lantic feels it is an epoch in his life, 
The real interest of our southward 
journey began when we embarked on 
one of the beautiful steamers on the 
Chesapeake Bay at Baitimore. The 
bay itself is so very beautiful, and 
when the sun set and the stars came 
out, I felt I had never known before 


self was in all its appointments like 
a first-class hotel, and oh! the relief 
of being for a few hours free from 
mosquitoes, New York and Phila- 
delphia had left us in a state like 
ple recovering from smallpox. 
We left the steamer after a fiveo’clock 
in the morning breakfast at Norfolk 
in Virginia, and there commen 
our land journey by rail in a wester- 
ly direction, passing through part of 
the “dismal swamp” that Mrs. Stowe 
made us all so familiar with in 
“Dred.” Itis in this region that rice 
is cultivated, though we did not see 
any growing. Norfolk is quite a con- 
siderable seaport town, and very 
Heptishing, but has not a good repu- 
from Raleigh to Norfolk is very un- 
inreresting, excepting that was the 
the first time we saw cotton and to- 
bacco growing, and the black people 
cultivating it. At Raleigh we saw 
also for the first time a thoroughl 
southern house in the hotel buiit of 
wood, and each storey provided with 
deep veran tahs, the lower ones of 
which seemed to form the Exchange 
of the town—(I beg its pardou)—city. 
Raleigh really is a very prettie little 
place. Several of tiie principal peo- 
ple there very kind!y called upon us, 
and almost begged us to take up our 
abode there, but the great heat and 
the mosquitoes frizhtened us away to 
the promised coolness of the moun- 
tains. Soaftera few day’s rest we 
set off again, about eight o’clock at 
night, for our western destination, 
the trains in that direction going 


only at that time. We made 
beds as well as we could 
for our little children, and 


traveled all night. We had to stay 
for an hour or two at one place, and 
change trains, and while there we 
watched the early dawn and sunrise. 
The sky was as clear as possible, aud 
there was the reddening East grow- 
iug brighter every minute ; but what 
was that mystery? To the North, 
I think it must have been, was 
another bright clear light in the 
heavens, stretching about half way 
to the zenith, but more sharply de- 
fined than the truc sunrise, though 
growing paler as the sunlight advan- 
ced. There was no moon at that 
time; besides it was altogether un- 
like moonlight. Some ofthe country 
people looked at it, but did not un- 
tlorstand or care about it; to me it 
was a great joy, like what I have ex- 
perienced once or twice in seeing un- 
expectedly an e¢l.j>se; and I recol- 
lected seeing a picturc of the Zodiaeal 
light sometimes secu in September 
in southern latitudes, and this was 
one of thoserare celestial exhibitions. 
About hoon we arrived at the termi- 
nus Of the railroad in that direction. 
| ought searcely to say that, for the 
railroad is cut much farther, bus not 
finished. I believe the people have 
expected it to be finished every year 
for more than twenty years, but the 
funds have been unaccountably made 
away with. We dined and rested 
at the inn, a wretched kind of 
Shanty, hastily put together with 
loose board with spaces so wide 
apart that there was not 
the least idea Of Pamrey, in the bed- 
rooms, Which had only these boards 
between them and the dining-room. 
T should think there were about thir- 
vy people to dine or scrimble for a 
dimaner, for they certainly had not 
cooked enough tor half that number. 
My poor invalid husband and little 
children were by this time consider- 
ably exhausted, for we had. been 
traveling nearly a week, and we were 
now only about twenty-four miles 
from our journey’s end, and this we 
were to accomplish by coach. The 
badness of this road it is just impos- 
sible to exaggerate, because if it was 
any worse it would be altogether im- 
passable; we had five or six times to 
ford a beautiful swift rock y- bottomed 
river. Often one side of the carriage 
was so much higher than the other 
that we had to clutch hold of the dear 
children, and grasp tight with the 
other hand the side of the vehicle: it 
was an ascent most of tle way. We 
could only go twelve in: that day, 
when we got to another Jonely inv. a 
little better than the iast, bot exces- 
sively rough ; the beds were just hig 
bags of rough straw, with the straw 
poking out, and when we washed we 
were ex pected to throw the water out 
of the window.

‘Phe hills became lofty, 
with here and there lovely glades be- | 
tween the trees, and we looked in- 
voluntarily for gentlemen’s houses— 
but there was only here and there 
anv sien of cultivation, and there are 
thousands of acres of splendid tim- 
ber clothing the hills, their summits 
without any signs of life, As we 
approached Asheville the rovds be- 
came 4 little improved, though still 
very bad in places. We were cer- 
tainty too tired when we arrived 
there to enjoy the magnificent scene- 
ry surrounding the town, The town 
isso situated that several ranges of 
muuntains and hills are visible in 
different direetions. I have asked 
the names of distaut points, and 
hare been told that they were in 
‘Tennessee, from forty to sixty miles 
away, and yetsosharply defined that 
they were not within w few miles of 
us. Well may they be called **Biue”’ 
Ridge Mountains, for L have seen 
every shade of blue, from intense ul- 
tramarine to a pale light but bright 
cleer blue color like our own skies in 
England on a fine midsummer day. 
1 have traced branches of trees miles 
away, and it is singular that the bril- 
liant clearness of the atmesphere has 
stamped a corresponding clearness of 
recollection of every detail of that 
enchanting and everyeval 
rama, 

As we determined to stay twelve 
months at least io give the place a 
trial, we rented a handsome house ior 
eighty pounds a year, a large rent ior 
those parts, but interest ishigh there. 

l-looking villa residence in any 
english It is built of wood, 
painted white, with outside green 
shutters to every one of the }umer- 
ous windows, for all the principal 
rooms had four large sash windows. 
A beautiful broad covered piazza, or 
verandah, nearly forty feet long and 
ten or twelve broad, in front of the 
house, and one smaller at the back, 
had to do duty as butler’s pantry in 
summer for washing up glass and 
china, three large lofty sitting rooms, 
and two smaller ones used as bed- 
rooms, and three large good bed- 
‘rooms. The servants’ rooms were 
quite detached from the house across 

e yard. But English ladies always 
pride themselves upon their kitchens, 
and mine, I found, was just four 
square brick walls under the dining 
room, often flooded in the heavy 
rain, with no furniture, no pantries, 
| only one outside place that vagrant 
dogs could enter and steal my dain- 
ties from, and, worst of all, there was 
no attempt at aay kind of drainage. 
The water was all drawn in the most 
primitive fashion from a well, and 
we had to keep one man whose sole 
business it was to clean Knives and 
shoes, draw water, bring in firewood, 
and go errands. Before takitr po 
session of our house we lid fo remain 
afew weeks at one of tire hotels ot 
the city.

ranged as she had taken 
her nightcap—no collar, no culis—no 
hiceness about anything—the stand- | 
ing dish cold, preserved, or stewed 
peaches, laded out of an extremely 
coarse-looking sort of jar witha tin 
ladie.

charges were high enough to provide 
for every requisite of comfort: food 
Was excessively cheap, and most of 
the hotel Keepers had source of 11- 
come besides their hotel, and yet the 
comfort and convenience of the visi- 
tors Was grossiy neglected. We had 
a interesting variety of peopie at 
this hotel; a iady from acotton plan- 
tation in Georgia—a very intellgent 
womasn-—wlo told me that she and 
her husband had considered them- 
selves for @ vear or two atter tie 
slaves emancipation as utterly rnin- 
ed; but upon gradually resuming 
their plantation, they found it was 
Vasily to their own advantage to be 
able to select aud pay for only the 
ablebodied workers instead of having 
aldarge number of babies and young 
children, and old men and women, 
and disabled perous, to provide for. 
Formerly they had liad to Luy the 
bones and sitews, tle tlesii and bo- 
dies and souls of men, and, as she 
pathetically said (though not in these 
words,) had bad to pay tremendous 
doctors’ bills tor keeping these blaek 
over-worked bodies aud starved souls 
together, and even with all this ex- 
penditure in doctors’ bill thousand 
doliar bodv and soul would uneon- 
scious!y dissolve partnership, and 
they had nothing to show for their 
thousand doijars, This ladyv believed 
in nothing at all but dollars: she was 
utterly inenpable of understanding 
the moral rights of theslave question ; 
it had been a frightful hardship to 
have been defrauded of their 
perty,’’ but somehow it paid beiter 
now, and she was reconeiled in aduil 
grumbling sort of Way and acknuowl- 
edged that they were becoming niueh 
richer under the new regime that the 
old.
